MS. is 
put to ſuch inſects as have not yet been deſcribed by Dr. Linneus, 
and are new ſpecies with new ſpecific names. If therefore the au- 
thor ſhould be ſo happy as to be favoured with ſpecimens, he will 
acknowledge the favour publickly,” and give in return to any col- 
lector who deſires to — ſuch inſe&s as he can ſpare. This 
catalogue contains 1000 inſets ; the Swedes have near 1700, it 
would therefore be an honour to this country, to ſcrutinize careful. 
ly into the various branches of Natural Hiſtory, and to give the 
Public as 3 and extenſive catalogues of Britiſb ne as poſ- 
ſible. The four firſt claſſes, containing Quadrupedi, Birds, Rep- 
tiles and Fiſh, have been ſo well and perfectly deſcribed by Thomas 
Pennant Eſq; that it would be a diſparagement, if the inſects 
ſhould be deſcribed defectively. But as Mr. Pennant has given u 
this branch to the author, he will do his utmoſt to give fis wor 
all the perfection which lies in his power. Therefore he takes this 
opportunity to ſhew the ladies an 8 collectors, how far 
e is gone by _ years aſſiduous collecting in the neighbourhood 
of Warrington, and to enable at the ſame cime the ſpirited and pa- 
triotic promotors of knowledge, and eſpecially of Natural Hiſtory 
in Great Britain, to contribute towards perfecting the Natural Hif-* 
tory of their own country. * |
